A servant brought lemons, crack 
ed ice, a silver bowl containing a mag­ 
nificent bunch of mint, loaf sugar, ver 
mouth and brandy.

I he whisky was old Mouongahela 
rye, sent to General Curtin from the

Trade, created by the Sp aniards, which 
finally ex tend» d to half ca.-tes, w as < 011- 
fiu ed ex clu siv ely to cominero» ' with 
Sp ain. Both 111 the far east au d the far 
w est the ex act size au d nu mber ot p ack 
ages .-hip p ed, the nu mber of v oy ages p er 
annu m to and fro of the Nao- (gov ern­ 
ment trading 
galleons;, contents 
ot 
bales, etc., were all regu lated, and 110 
one cou ld ship withou t a boleto or p u b 
lie p ermit, which cou ld only he obtained 
from the u nscru p u lou s officials who had 
come to fill their p ockets by the mo.-1 
corru p t means 
Permission had to be so­ 
licited again and again to p erform a l­ 
most any act bey ond tin* common neces 
sities of life. 
One cou ld neither trav el, 
q u it or enter the cou ntry , read, write 
assemble in 
a grou p , bu ild a bou se 
nor p lant a field withou t licen-e. 
In the Philip p im islands the nativ es 
were forced to think like tin ir masters, 
to dress as they were told and to adop t 
the religion of rheir conq u eror- u nde? 
the sev erest p enalties of tortu re and fre­ 
q u ently of death. In Mex ico official ap ­ 
p ointment* to the Manilla dep endency 
were p u blicly sold. Until the American 
colonies were lost to Sp ain hardly one 
Sp aniard in a gem ration tarried cap ital 
to these new p i ¡s-essitiiis to dev elop their 
natu ral resou rces 
Foreigners were 
al- 
ou sly treated as intru ders, and the Lu - 
rop ean influ x sp rang generally from th« 
lowest social ord* rs, who acted like 
wolv es let loose among a fold of sheep .

The New Eng land meeting house was 
g enerally a sq uare wooden box, but it 
showed excellent taste in the detail of 
its simple ornamentation. It is the the­ 
ory of some thoug htful architects that 
among the early colonial immig rants 
were men considerably above the abil­ 
ity of ordinary carpenters. 
In those 
days tin* architect was apt to be both 
desig ner and builder, and it was not in 
this country until very modern times 
that the line was at all clearly drawn 
between the urchitect. who desig ned and 
superintended in the interests of his 
client, and so became a professional man, 
and the builder who took a contract to 
execute th** work and make what he 
could out of it. and remained a business 
man. 
It is believed that the excellent 
taste and judg ment of these men among 
the colonists made themselves felt in 
the taste of the ornamentation in what 
we call colonial architecture. They bad 
no orig inality in the g eneral desig n of 
building s, because their experience had 
never included that, but they knew how 
to carry out to perfection details of tin* 
ensemble.— William
